Pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  issued  De- 
cember 5,  1942,  and  in  order  to  assure  an 
adequate  supply  and  efficient  distribution 
of  citrus  fruit  juice,  It  is  hereby  ordered 
as  follows: 

§  1405.1  Citrus  fruit  juice — (a)  Defi- 
nitions.  For  the  purposes  of  this  order: 

(1)  "Single-strength  juice"  means  the 
natural  juice  as  extracted  from  oranges 
and  lemons,  sweetened  or  unsweetened, 
or  any  combination  of  such  natural  juice 
with  any  other  citrus  juice,  packed  in 
any  closed  container  suitable  for  storage 
or  shipment. 

(2)  "Concentrated  juice"  means  the 
juice  extracted  from  oranges,  grapefruit, 
or  lemons,  treated  and  processed  in  such 
manner  as  to  increase  the  density  to 
more  than  20  degrees  Brix  at  20  degrees 
Centigrade. 

(3)  "Canned  grapefruit  juice"  means 
the  natural  juice  as  extracted  from 
grapefruit,  sweetened  or  unsweetened, 
packed  in  any  closed  container  suitable 
for  storage  or  shipment. 

(4)  "Government  war  contracts" 
means  sales  contracts  of  any  type  en- 
tered into  between  a  manufacturer  di- 
rectly, or  indirectly  through  third  par- 
ties, and  a  Government  agency. 

(5)  "Person"  shall  include  a  person, 
firm,  corporation,  association,  or  any 
other  business  unit. 

(6)  "Processor"  means  any  person  in 
the  business  of  extracting  juice  from 
fresh  oranges,  grapefruit,  or  lemons  for 
processing  and  packing  for  shipment  as 
single-strength  or  concentrated  juice, 
or  as  canned  grapefruit  juice. 

(7)  "Director"  means  the  Director, 
Food  Distribution,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  or  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  designated  by  such  Di- 
rector. 

(8)  "Government  agency"  or  "Gov- 
ernment agencies"  means  and  includes 
the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Coast 
Guard,  War  Shipping  Administration, 


United  States  Maritime  Commission,  or 
any  agency  of  the  United  States  pur- 
chasing supplies  for  the  foregoing,  for 
the  American  Red  Cross,  or  for  delivery 
to  or  for  the  account  of  the  government 
of  any  country  pursuant  to  the  Act  of 
March  11,  1941,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Defense  of  the  United  States" 
(Lend-Lease  Act) . 

(9)  "Deliver"  or  "delivery"  means  de- 
livery pursuant  to  a  contract  of  sale. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  production,  sale, 
and  delivery  of  citrus  fruit  juice.  (1) 
On  and  after  January  9,  1943,  without 
regard  to  existing  contracts,  no  pro- 
cessor shall  produce  any  concentrated 
juice  other  than  concentrated  juice 
meeting  the  specifications  prescribed 
either  by  the  procurement  division  of 
any  Government  agency  or  by  a  Gov- 
ernment war  contract  with  such 
processor. 

(2)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, no  processor  shall  sell  or  deliver, 
and  no  State  or  Federal  Government 
agency  and  no  person  shall  buy  or  re- 
ceive any  concentrated  juice  produced 
after  January  9,  1943,  except  pursuant  to 
a  Government  war  contract. 

(3)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, on  or  after  January  9,  1943,  no 
processor  shall  produce  any  single- 
strength  juice,  except  pursuant  to  a 
Government  war  contract:  Provided, 
That  single-strength  juice  may  be  pro- 
duced in  the  quantity  specified  in  and 
subject  to  the  restrictions  of  War  Pro- 
duction Board  Conservation  Order  M-86 
and  supplements  thereto,  as  amended. 

(4)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, during  the  period  beginning  Jan- 
uary 6,  1943,  and  ending  March  31,  1943, 
no  processor  shall  sell  or  deliver,  and  no 
State  or  Federal  Government  agency  and 
no  person  sh;,ll  buy  or  receive  other  than 
for  transportation  or  storage  from  any 
processor  any  canned  grapefruit  juice, 
except  pursuant  to  a  Government  war 
contract. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  All  persons 
affected  by  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  such  periods  of  time, 
and  shall  execute  and  file  such  reports 
and  submit  such  information  as  the  Di- 
rector may  from  time  to  time  request  or 


direct,  and  within  such  times  as  he  may 
prescribe. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
processor  and  any  other  person  to  whom 
this  order  applies  shall  permit  inspec- 
tions of  his  stocks  of  single-strength  and 
concentrated  juice  and  canned  grape- 
fruit juice,  of  his  premises  used  for  the 
manufacture  or  storage  of  single- 
strength  or  concentrated  juice  or  canned 
grapefruit  juice,  and  of  his  books,  rec- 
ords, and  accounts  by  the  Director. 

<e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth,  in  said  petition,  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  reasons  for  such  petition  being 
approved.  The  Director  may,  upon  the 
basis  of  such  application  and  other  in- 
formation, take  such  action  as  he  deems 
appropriate,  and  such  decision  by  the 
Director  shall  be  final. 

(f)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  in  connection  with  this  order,  wilfully 
conceals  a  material  fact  or  furnishes  false 
information  to  any  department  or  agency 
of  the  United  States  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and,  upon  conviction,  may  be  punished 
by  fine  or  imprisonment.  In  addition, 
any  such  person  may  be  prohibited  from 
making  or  obtaining  further  deliveries 
of  or  from  processing  or  using  material 
under  priority  control  and  may  be  de- 
prived of  priorities  assistance. 

(g)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  be  addressed  to 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion, Washington,  D.  C,  Ref:  FD  4. 

(h)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector is  hereby  designated  to  administer 
the  provisions  hereof. 

(i)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall  be 
effective  on  January  6,  1943.

(4)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, during  the  period  beginning  Jan- 
uary S,  1943,  and  ending  March  31,  1943, 
no  processor  shall  sell  or  deliver,  and  no 
State  or  Federal  Government  agency  and 
no  person  shall  buy,  or  receive  other  than 
for  transportation  or  storage,  from  any 
processor  any  canned  grapefruit  juice, 
except  pursuant  to  a  Government  war 
contract:  Provided,  That  any  processor 
may  sell  and  deliver  canned  grapefruit 
juice  prior  to  April  1,  1943,  if  the  proc- 
essor prior  to  delivery  notifies  the  pur- 
chaser in  writing  that  the  delivery  of 


such  canned  grapefruit  juice  is  subject 
to  the  restrictions  of  this  order  and  the 
purchaser  is  required  to  hold  such  juice 
until  after  March  31,  1943,  or  such  other 
date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture.  Any  processor  who  de- 
livers canned  grapefruit  juice  pursuant 
to  this  proviso  shall  on  the  first  and  fif- 
teenth of  each  month  furnish  the  Di- 
rector with  a  statement  showing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  persons  to  whom 
deliveries  of  canned  grapefruit  juice  were 
made  and  the  quantity  delivered  to  each 
such  person  during  the  period  covered  by 
the  statement:  And  provided,  further, 
That  any  person  may  purchase  and  re- 
ceive from  a  processor  canned  grapefruit 
juice  prior  to  April  1,  1943,  upon  the 
condition  that  he  shall  not  sell,  deliver, 
transfer,  or  use,  such  juice  in  advance 
of  that  date,  or  such  other  date  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  he  certifies  in  writing  that  he 
will  comply  with  these  conditions.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated 
December  5,  1942,  and  in  order  to  assure 
an  adequate  supply  and  efficient  distri- 
bution of  citrus  fruit  juice  to  meet  war 
and  essential  civilian  needs,  It  is  hereby 
ordered,  That  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  3  (8  F.R.  255)  issued  on  January  5, 
1943,  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of 
the  United  States,  as  amended  (8  F.R. 
828;  8  F.R.  1303),  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is,  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1405.1  Citrus  fruit  juice — (a)  Defi- 
nitions. When  used  in  this  order,  unless 
otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or  mani- 
festly incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  The  term  "single-strength  juice" 
means  the  juice  extracted  from  oranges, 
lemons,  or  grapefruit,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  such  juices  with  other  citrus 
juice  or  other  juices,  sweetened  or  un- 
sweetened, with  or  without  the  addition 
of  preservatives  or  the  use  of  any  other 
treatment,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  pre- 
serve or  change  the  character  of  such 
juices,  but  does  not  include  concentrated 
juice. 

(2)  The  term  "concentrated  juice" 
means  the  juice  extracted  from  oranges, 
lemons,  or  grapefruit,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  such  juices  with  other  citrus 
juice  or  other  juices,  with  or  without  the 
addition  of  preservatives  or  the  use  of 
any  other  treatment,  the  effect  of  which 
is  to  preserve  or  change  the  character  of 
such  juices,  treated  or  processed  in  such 
manner  as  to  reduce  it  to  a  powdered 
form  or  to  increase  the  density  thereof 
to  more  than  16  degrees  Brix  at  20  de- 
grees Centigrade:  Provided,  That  where 
the  increase  in  density  results  solely 
from  the  addition  of  sugar  or  other  in- 
gredients, the  resultant  product  shall  be 
considered  as  single-strength  juice  and 
not  as  concentrated  juice. 

(3)  The  term  "government  war  con- 
tracts" means  sales  contracts  of  any  type 
entered  into  between  a  processor  direct- 
ly, or  indirectly  through  third  parties, 
and  a  governmental  agency. 


(4)  The  term  "person"  shall  mean  any 
individual,  partnership,  corporation,  as- 
sociation, or  other  business  entity. 

(5)  The  term  "quota  period"  means  a 
period  of  time  established  by  the  Di- 
rector. 

(6)  The  term  "processor"  means  any 
person  in  the  business  of  extracting  juice 
from  oranges,  lemons,  or  grapefruit  for 
processing  as  single-strength  or  concen- 
trated juice. 

(7)  The  term  "producing  area"  means 
the  States  of  California,  Arizona,  Texas, 
and  Florida. 

(8)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  designated  by 
such  Director. 

(9)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
or  "governmental  agencies"  means  and 
includes  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the  Marine 
Corps,  the  Coast  Guard, -the  War  Ship- 
ping Administration,  the  United  States 
Maritime  Commission,  the  American  Na- 
tional Red  Cross,  or  any  agency  of  the 
United  States  purchasing  supplies  for 
any  of  the  foregoing,  or  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  the  government  of 
any  country  pursuant  to  the  act  of 
March  11,  1941,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Defense  of  the  United  States" 
(Lend-Lease  Act)  :  Provided,  That  U.  S. 
Army  or  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  Post  Ex- 
changes, U.  S.  Navy  Ship's  Service  De- 
partments, and  restaurants  and  cafe- 
terias located  on  military  or  naval  reser- 
vations are  not  included  in  the  term 
"governmental  agency"  or  "govern- 
mental agencies." 

(10)  The  term  "deliver"  or  "delivery" 
means  delivery  pursuant  to  a  contract 
of  sale. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  production,  sale, 
and  delivery  of  citrus  fruit  juice.  ( 1 )  On 
and  after  March  23,  1943,  without  regard 
to  existing  contracts  or  the  rights  of 
creditors,  no  processor  shall  produce, 
except  as  authorized  by  the  Director,  any 
concentrated  juice  other  than  concen- 
trated juice  meeting  the  specifications 
prescribed  either  by  the  procurement 
division  of  any  governmental  agency  or 
by  a  government  war  contract  with  such 
processor. 

(2)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts or  the  rights  of  creditors,  no  proc- 
essor shall  sell  or  deliver,  and  no  State 
or  any  subdivision  thereof,  no  depart- 


ment  or  agency  of  the  United  States,  anc 
no  person  shall  buy  or  receive  any  con- 
centrated juice  produced  after  January 
9,  1943,  except  pursuant  to  a  govern- 
ment war  contract  or  as  authorized  by 
the  Director. 

(3)  No  processor  who  has  facilities  for 
producing  or  who  is  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  producing  concentrated  juice 
shall  produce  any  single-strength  juice 
except  for  conversion  into  concentrated 
juice:  Provided,  That  the  Director  may, 
from  time  to  time,  authorize  a  processor, 
who  has  concentrating  facilities,  to  pro- 
duce single-strength  juice  for  sale  as 
such. 

(4)  The  Director  may  establish  pro- 
duction quotas  of  concentrated  juice  for 
each  processor,  and  if  such  quotas  are 
produced  prior  to  the  end  of  the  quota 
period  the  Director  may,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  of  (b)  (3)  hereof,  au- 
thorize the  production  of  single-strength 
juice  and  concentrated  juice,  or  either, 
during  the  remainder  of  the  quota  pe- 
riod for  sale  to  other  than  governmental 
agencies. 

(5)  A  processor  may  sell  and  deliver 
concentrated  juice  for  use  in  the  manu- 
facturing of  such  medicinal  products  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Director  under 
the  provisions  of  this  order:  Provided, 
That  the  processor  obtains  and  forwards, 
prior  to  each  such  sale  or  delivery,  to 
the  Director  a  statement  from  the  pur- 
chaser to  the  effect  that  the  concen- 
trated juice  is  to  be  used  exclusively  in 
the  manufacturing  of  such  products. 

(6)  A  processor  may  sell  and  deliver 
concentrated  juice  to  any  person  who 
customarily  supplies  ocean-going  vessels, 
if  the  purchaser  uses  such  concentrated 
juice  only  for  resale  for  use  as  necessary 
supplies  on  ocean-going  vessels  engaged 
in  the  foreign,  coastwise,  or  intercoastal 
trade:  Provided,  That  the  processor  ob- 
tains and  forwards,  prior  to  each  such 
sale  or  delivery,  to  the  Director  a  state- 
ment from  the  purchaser  to  the  effect 
that  the  concentrated  juice  is  to  be  re- 
sold exclusively  for  use  on  ocean-going 
vessels  engaged  in  the  foreign,  coast- 
wise, or  intercoastal  trade. 

(7)  The  Director  may,  notwithstand- 
ing any  other  provision  of  this  order, 
limit  for  any  period  or  periods  of  time 
the  production  of  single-strength  juice 
for  sale  as  such  by  each  processor  in  the 
producing  area,  or  such  portions  thereof 
as  the  Director  may  designate,  to  the 
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quantity  of  single-strength  juice  which 
the  Director  deems  to  be  advisable. 

(8)  Any  decision,  determination,  or 
other  action  by  the  Director  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  order  may  be  by 
general  supplementary  order  or  by  writ- 
ten notices  by  the  Director  to  the  indi- 
vidual processor  or  person  directly  con- 
cerned. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or 
for  such  other  periods  of  time  as  the 
Director  may  designate) ,  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  upon  such 
forms  and  submit  such  information  as 
the  Director*  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quest or  direct,  and  within  such  times  as 
he  may  prescribe  (specific  recording  or 
reporting  requirements  by  the  Director 
will  be  -subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  pursuant  to  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942 ) . 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections  by  the  Di- 
rector, at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his 
stocks  of  single-strength  juice  and  con- 
centrated juice,  respectively,  and  the 
premises  used  in  his  business,  and  all  of 
his  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall, 
upon  request,  be  submitted  to  audit  and 
inspection  by  the  Director. 


(e)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  but  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  doing  business  in  any  Territory 
or  Possession  of  the  United  States  with 
respect  to  such  business. 

(f )  Violations.  Any  person  who  will- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concern- 
ing a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation;  and  such 
further  action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecution 
under  Section  35a  of  the  Criminal  Code 
(18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80) ,  under  Paragraph 
5  of  Section  301  of  Title  III  of  the  Second 
War  Powers  Act,  and  under  any  and  all 
other  applicable  laws. 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition  in 
writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 


Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such 
action  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  be  addressed 
to:  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.    Ref.  FD  3. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector is  hereby  designated  to  adminis- 
ter the  provisions  hereof. 

(j)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
take  effect  March  23,  1943.  With  re- 
spect to  any  violation  of  said  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  3,  as  heretofore 
amended,  prior  to  the  effective  time  of 
the  provisions  of  this  amendment,  said 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  3,  as  here- 
tofore amended,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose 
of  sustaining  any  proper  suit,  action,  or 
other  proceeding  with  respect  to  any 
such  violation  or  liability.

NO.  3  AMENDMENT  TO  F.  D.  O.  NO.  3  (CITRUS) 


Press  Release — Immediate: 
Thursday,  March  18,  1943 

Modifications  in  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  3,  regulating  the  production 
and  sale  of  citrus  juices,  were  provided 
in  Amendment  No.  3  to  the  order  issued 
today  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wick- 
ard. 

The  amendment,  effective  March  23, 
1943,  provides  for  the  following  changes 
from  the  original  order: 

(1)  Distributors  may  sell  the  supplies 
of  grapefruit  juice  which  have  been 
frozen  in  their  hands  since  January  28, 
since  this  product  is  now  being  rationed. 

(2)  Processors  who  have  no  concen- 
trating facilities  may  produce  single- 
strength  (unconcentrated)  citrus  juice, 
and  processors  with  concentrating  facili- 
ties may  be  authorized  by  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution  to  produce  single- 
strength  juice  if  their  concentrating 
facilities  are  being  used  at  maximum 
capacity. 


(3)  The  Director  of  Food  Distribution 
is  authorized  to  permit  production  of 
concentrated  citrus  juices  and  their  sale 
to  other  than  Government  agencies  or 
pursuant  to  Government  war  contracts. 

(4)  The  Director  of  Food  Distribution 
is  authorized  to  limit  production  of 
single-strength  juice  in  any  or  all  areas 
of  production  as  he  considers  advisable 
in  the  interests  of  the  war  program. 

(5)  Processors  are  permitted  to  sell 
concentrated  juices  £or  use  on  ocean-go- 
ing vessels  and  in  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  products. 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  3  was  is- 
sued to  assure  an  adequate  supply  of 
citrus  juices  for  direct  war  requirements. 
Providing  for  the  maximum  utilization 
of  existing  facilities  for  producing  con- 
centrated juices,  the  original  order  lim- 
ited the  production  of  all  citrus  juices, 
except  grapefruit  juice,  to  war  require- 
ments.   It  also  froze  distributor's  stocks 


of  grapefruit  juice  until  April  1  to  hold 
back  supplies  of  the  canned  product 
while  fresh  fruit  was  abundant. 

Principal  effect  of  today's  amendment 
will  be  to  permit  the  production  of 
single-strength  citrus  juice  to  the  ex- 
tent that  it  does  not  reduce  the  produc- 
tion of  the  concentrated  juice  which  is 
particularly  needed  to  meet  war  require- 
ments. The  packing  of  such  juices  in 
tin,  however,  is  still  limited  by  the  provi- 
sion of  War  Production  Board  Order 
M-81. 

Permitting  the  production  and  sale  of 
unconcentrated  citrus  juice  for  other 
than  war  requirements  will  provide  juice 
to  the  beverage  industry  which  depends 
upon  this  product  as  an  ingredient.  The 
amendment  also  provides  that  quantities 
of  concentrated  juice  may  be  released  by 
the  Director  of  Food  Distribution  if  such 
release  does  not  conflict  with  Govern- 
ment requirements. 
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
